Students at Cal State Long Beach can 
now learn how to recognize early warn- 
ing signs of suicide and save another 
person’s life by following three simple 
steps: question, persuade and refer 
(QPR). 

QPR is the first in a series of free train- 
ing sessions offered through Counsel- 
ing and Psychological Services (CAPS), 
according to Jennifer Young, Project 
OCEAN Coordinator. 

“The ultimate goal is to help students 
struggling with mental health issues un- 
derstand that it is OK to not be OK,” she 
said. 

Initially funded through a federal grant 
for three years from 2008 to 2011, Project 
OCEAN, a mental health initiative, was 
not offered during the 2011-12 academic 
year. 3 

Suicide is the second leading cause of 
death across college campuses nation- 
wide. Suicide awareness and prevention 
training has returned to CSULB through 
a 2012 federal grant after voters approved 
Proposition 63, which increased funding 
to mental health programs. 

“Just as people who are trained in CPR 
and the Heimlich maneuver save thou- 
sands of lives each year, people trained 
in QPR will be able to recognize warning 
signs and delay the loss of life,” said ASI 
Secretary for Disability Affairs Andrew 
Carnes. 

Any student who wants to attend a 
training session simply needs to notify 


_CAPS of his or her interest. 


ASI Senator-at-Large Manuel Nieto at- 
tended a similar training at an ASI retreat 
just over a year ago. He said that he feels 
better prepared to deal with the situations 
dealing with suicide since completing the 
training. 

“I had never thought of suicide pre- 
vention before this, and the training 
opened my eyes to say, ‘Wow, there re- 
ally are students who need help,’” Nieto 
said. 

According to the American Psychologi- 
cal Association, one in four college stu- 
dents is on medication for mental health 
conditions, and more students are arriving 
on campus with prezexisting conditions 
than they were 10 years ago. 

“Any number of factors such as depres- 
sion, anxiety and stress from outside pres- 
sures can contribute to the ultimate end 
of wanting to end one’s life,” said Carnes, 
recalling recent encounters with friends or 
students on campus who were struggling 
with suicidal thoughts.

CSULB has seena 
decline in graduate 
enrollment since 
2008.

More college students in the United 
States are deciding not to pursue gradu- 
ate studies, according to a report by a 
national research and advocacy group 
for graduate studies. 

The Council of Graduate Schools 
conducted a Survey of Graduate En- 
rollment and Degrees, finding that the 
enrollment rate in master’s and doc- 
toral programs was on the rise in 2008 
and 2009, but it declined by 1.7 percent 
from 2010 to 2011. 

The report also said that the eco- 
nomic crisis initially led unemployed 
workers to use graduate schools as a 
safety net while further establishing 
their competence for future job oppor- 
tunities. : 

However, state budget cuts in recent 
years have generated reductions in fi- 
nancial aid for graduate students, mak- 


ing them think twice about prolonging | 


their education and adding to the debt 
they acquired during their undergradu- 
ate years, the report said. 

“Some declines are due to cyclical 
interest in certain fields,” Vice Pro- 
vost for Academic Affairs and Dean of 
Graduate Studies Cecile Lindsay said 
via email. “For instance, enrollments

According to their website, Recycle- 
bank aims to generate economic, envi- 
ronmental and social benefits for both 
municipalities and haulers. 

“This is the next installment in a 
series of progressive programs, such 
as doing away with plastic bags,” 2nd 
District Councilwoman Suja Lowen- 
thal said. “We are trying to send the 
message that we are fully responsible 
for our waste.” 

Long Beach already has the second 
highest diversion rate in the nation at 
73 percent, which measures how much 
garbage the city keeps out of the waste 
stream based on a baseline weight, and 


in [Masters in Business Administra- 
tion] programs are trending downward 
nationally and at CSULB. It is likely 
that enrollment declines will continue 
until the economy improves.” 

Jason Lee, a senior architecture ma- 
jor at Cal State Long Beach, said that a 
graduate degree would look good on his 
resume as he plans to enter the job mar- 
ket, but financial difficulties would make 
it difficult for him to continue his educa- 
tion beyond his undergraduate studies. 

“T honestly can’t blame anyone who 
wants to get a master’s degree,” Lee 
said. “But reality comes first. I just 
can’t pile on more debt for the sake of 
my education. My bachelor’s degree is 
costing me enough money as is.” 

According to the Cal State Univer- 
sity website, those seeking a graduate 
degree in the 23-campus system dur- 
ing the 2010-11 school year amounted 
to 48,588 . In 2011-12, 45,371 students 
in the CSU enrolled in graduate pro- 
grams. - 

CSULB saw a decrease in graduate 
enrollment as well, with 4,599 students 
enrolling for a graduate degree in the 
2010-11 school year compared to the 
4,393 students who enrolled for a grad- 
uate degree in 2011-12. 

“Enrollment in CSULB graduate 
programs has been declining gradually 
since 2008,” Lindsay said. “It had been 
growing from 2003 to 2008.” 

According to the report, enrollment 
rates in graduate schools among Amer- 
ican citizens and permanent residents 
have dropped by 2.3 percent. However, 
enrollment rates among international 
students, who compose 16.9 percent 
of all graduate students in the United

States, rose by 7.8 percent. 

Nearly half of all students enrolled in 
engineering, mathematics and computer 
science graduate programs in the U.S. 
are international students, with 45.5 per- 
cent in engineering and 42.5 percent in 
mathematics and computer science pro- 
grams, according to the report. 

The rising rate of enrollment among 
international students is expected to 
continue as foreign governments have 
created programs that provide funds to 
their citizens who study in American 


universities, particularly in technical * 


areas such as engineering, mathemat- 
ics and computer science. 

“Tt’s simple for international stu- 
dents,” Ji-hyun Byun, an economy ma- 
jor and international student from South 
Korea, said. “They move to the United 
States from their home countries for the 
sole purpose of pursuing education.” 


He also said international students 


pay a lot more in tuition compared to 
students who are citizens and perma- 
nent residents. 

“For international students, financial 
issue comes second,” Byun said. “Our 
priority is to pursue the highest level of 
education, because that’s what we’re 
here for.” 

A survey conducted by the Career 
Services Center of Western Washing- 
ton University revealed that employ- 
ment rate of master’s degree graduates 
is higher than the bachelor’s degree 
graduates, but the margin remained 
narrow at just séven percent. While 82 
percent of master’s degree graduates 
were employed, 75 percent of bach- 
elor’s degree graduates also found jobs 
upon graduation in 2010 and 2011. 


the city’s diversion rate. He said Long 
Beach also sees this as an opportunity 
to stimulate local businesses, which are 
encouraged to sign up with Recycle- 
bank and join the 3,000 existing local 
and national business reward partners. 
Approximately 20 businesses from 
Long Beach have already joined Recy- 
clebank, including the Aquarium of the 
Pacific, Open Sesame and Di Piazza’s 
Restaurant and Lava Lounge. 

“We expect to see a small bump in 
the numbers,. mainly in the amount of 
curbside recycling,” Kuhl said. 

Recyclebank is expected to increase 
Long Beach’s diversion rate by 20 per- 
cent, according to Harris. 

“With programs like these, the true 
rewards are seen in our daily life, not 
just our pocket books,” Lowenthal said.

Despite Long Beach’s summerlike 
weather, Student Health Services has 
already set about preparing students 
for the upcoming winter and flu 
season. 

SHS hosted a flu shot clinic in the 
University Student Union ballrooms at 
Cal State Long Beach yesterday from 
1 p.m. to 5 p.m. 

According to Angela Girard, as- 
sociate director at SHS, there are 
not a lot of cases of the flu this year 
on campus. However, since it is still 
early in the season, the SHS wants 
to prepare CSULB students for the 
winter months. 

CSULB is giving students and 
professors the opportunity to get a flu 
shot for $15 this week on Tuesday and 
Thursday. 

“It’s very important if anyone 
comes to the clinic and they suspect 
that they have a flu, they should put on 
a mask right away,” Girard said. 

Covering one’s mouth while cough- 
ing, washing hands and cleaning 
surfaces are also ways to prevent the

“Tt’s a dead strain of the virus itself. 
It’s a chance it’s going to make you 
sick itself, and that’s what I am afraid 
of.” 

Nursing major Chris Golves said he 
thinks getting sick from the flu shot 
might be a myth. 

“People don’t get sick from the 
physical flu shot itself, because it’s 
an inactive form of the virus, so for 
people to get sick from the flu shot is 
not possible,” he said. “What may hap- 
pen is it takes two weeks for the virus 
to incubate and for you to prevent its 
symptoms. So, maybe you contracted 
it before your flu shots, which is why 
your sick around the same time you 
take it.” 

Girard said CSULB offers a dis- 
counted price for the flu shot. It would 
usually cost someone at least $25 ina 
retail pharmacy. 

The clinic will also be held 
Thursday from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. in the 
USU ballrooms.

hardcore Muse fans, 

that sentence will. be 
enough to make them steer clear of “The 2nd Law,” 
the English rock band’s sixth studio album. This is 
a shame, because “The 2nd Law” is the most inter- 
esting album the band has put out in years. 

Muse came on to the scene in the early 2000s 
and developed a modest fanbase despite their simi- 
larity to another popular English act, Radiohead. 
They really came into their own with “Absolution” 
in 2003 and “Black Holes and Revelations” in 2006. 
These albums took lead singer Matthew Bellamy’s 
operatic vocals and gave them an aggressive, hard 
rock edge. 

Unfortunately, Muse’s follow-up to “Black Holes 
And Revelations,” “The Resistance” was a bit of a 
disappointment. It wasn’t bad, but it just seemed 
like the band was retreading the territory that they 
had already visited with their previous albums. 
Despite this, the album was a massive hit and even 
won them the Grammy for “Best Rock Album.” 

Now it’s been three years and Muse has released 
“The 2nd. Law,” cleverly named after the second 
law of thermodynamics. In the song “Unsustain- 
able,” the law is quoted explicitly. “All natural and 
technological processes proceed in such a way that 
the availability of the remaining energy decreases.” 
Essentially they are saying that if they keep going 
the way they were going, the music would eventu- 
ally become stagnant. 

Fittingly, “Unsustainable” is also the most radi- 
cally different track on the album, a head-banging 
ear-splitting dubstep track that would feel at home 
on a Skrillex album but still manages to have Muse’s 
signature space-opera vibe. 

Not every song is dubstep-oriented, though. In 
fact, the best song on the album is “Panic Station,” 
a funky track that is reminiscent of Prince. The band 
still sticks to their melodramatic and sometimes ri- 
diculous sci-fi lyrics, but they blend well with the 
new electronic sound the band is going for. 

The album does have a few duds, including the 
first single “Survival,” a generic anthem written for 
the Olympic games, which includes cheesy lyrics like 
“life is a race, and I’m going to win.”

Popular electronic music for the most part has 
been in search of a soul, and Muse has been looking 
for a new sound, so it was only a matter of time before 
the two found each other. On songs like “Follow Me,” 
the dubstep and electronica influences are blatantly 
apparent, but it is also unmistakably a Muse song. 
It’s not often that somebody with a voice as powerful 
as Bellamy’s is heard. over an electronic dance beat 
like this. 

The second half of the album returns to more fa- 
miliar territory beginning with “Animals,” a slow 


‘guitar-based rock song with haunting vocals. This 


tone carries on through the next few tracks until 
“Liquid State,” a fast-paced rock track that would 
feel more at home on a Foo Fighters album than on 


The final two tracks of the album “Unsustainable” 
and “Isolated System,” are the most electronic and 
bizarre tracks. The hard core Skrillex-style dubstep 
and frequent sampling is interesting, but Muse is bet- 
ter suited to blending electronic music into their style 
instead of trying to master the genre itself. 

Overall, “The 2nd Law” is by no means a perfect 
album. The grab bag of genres and styles makes the 
album seem less cohesive than it should be. However,

The two stories are layered with dark themes, 
like death, rape and betrayal. The two leads, Ajax 
and A.J., have journeys that are similarly inter- 
twined. 

“There is a lot of symbolism that I’m trying 
to put in there, to not only show how there is a 
parallel, but to show the idea of reincarnation,” 
Farmanesh-Bocca said. “The past is playing out in 
the future. That history isnot a circle but rather a 
spiral. Yes, you are in the same place, but you are a 
little higher than you were before.” 

Both stories are not glamorous yet very im- 
portant. The tragedies of war are brought to light 
throughout the entire production not only with the 
voice of soldiers, but also the voices of their family 
members that have been affected. 

“Tt is incredibly important for college-aged stu- 
dents to see this play and remember that we are at 
war, because war is an ugly business,” Farmanesh-

energy that Muse needed. 


Bocca said. 

A.J.s story is especially important because of its 
relevance today. 

“This is the first war in history that we have 


female combatants,” Farmanesh-Bocca said. . 


“Women are picking up guns and going into the 
field. They’re not just back as nurses and typing; 
they are combatants. Most people would not know 
that.” 

This play also has relevance to today’s times 
because of the upcoming presidential elec- 
tion. Although the war in Iraq is winding down, 
Farmanesh-Bocca points out that, “We’re still 
there and people are still dying there. We’ve got 
over 50,000 troops still there.” 

“Ajax in Iraq” opens on Friday and will run un- 
til Oct. 13 with performances at 8 p.m. Tuesdays 
through Saturdays, and 2 p.m. Saturday matinees. 
This production is in the Studio Theater on the Cal 
State Long Beach South Campus. Tickets are $15 
for general admission and $12 for seniors.and stu- 
dents, with valid ID.

In typical Long Beach State fashion, 
the Dirtbags will take on a challenging 
nonconference. schedule before enter- 
ing yet another season of competitive 
Big West Conference play. 

’ Head coach Troy Buckley has put 
the Dirtbags in a good position to 
earn a high Ratings Percentage In- 
dex (RPI) ranking. Of the team’s 29 
nonconference games, 14 are against 
teams that advanced to last year’s 
NCAA tournament. 

“You try to play as many quality teams 
as you can,” Buckley said. “Last year, 
we played a great nonconference sched- 
ule. We did not have a great record, but it 
really benefitted us for what does really 
matter, which is our conference games.”
